There are many who have 
an Azgnilh Devotion, Hot and 
Cold bits, long Interni{tons, 
and violent Raptures. This 
uncvennels 1s by all means\to 
be avoided. Let your metHKod 
be a ſteady courſe of good 
Life, that may run like a 
{mooth Stream, and be a per- 
petual Spring to furniſh to 
the continued Exerciſe of 
Vertue. Your Devotion may 
be carneſt, but it malt be 
uncon(trained ; and hike other 
Duties, you muſt make 1t 
your Pleaſure tco, or clic 1t 
will have very little efh- 
cacy. By this Ryle you may 
beſt judge of your own 
Heart, 
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Heart. Whilſt thoſe Duties 
are Foys, It 1s an Evidence of 
their being fincere; but when

Warmth upon ſuck. an. occa-

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ſion; that Modeſty nolefs than 
Prudence oright to reftrain 
her; ſince '{uch an undecent 
Complaint makes a Wite much 
more ridiculous, than the In- 
jury that provoketh her to 
it, But it 1s yet worte, and 
more unskilfal; to blaze tt 
it the World, expecting 1t 
ſhould rtfe up m Arms to take 
her part: Whereas ſhe-' will 
find: tt (can- have no- other 
Effect, than- that ſhe will be 
ſerved up in all Companies, 
as the reigning Jeſt at that 
time; and will continue to 
be the common Entertain- 
ment , til} ſhe 1s- reſcu'd--by 
ſome newer Folly that cometh 
upon-the Stage, and -drivetlt 
her away from it. The Im- 
rertinence- of ſach Methods

laid open. Be afſurd, that 
in theſe Caſes your Diſcretion 
and Silence will be the moſt

a Vertue, 1s a great one here ; 
And when your Husband 
ſeeth how unwilling. you 
are to. be uneafie, there 1s 
no ſtronger Argument to 
perſwade him not to be unjuſt 
to you. © Beſides, -1t will na- 
turally make him more yzeld- 
71g 11 Other things: And whe- 
ther it be to cover or redeem 
his' Offence, you may have the 
good Eficcts of it whillt it 
lafteth, and all that while 
have the moſt reaſonable 
Ground that can be, of-preſu- 
ming, 
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ming, ſuch a Behaviour will 
at laſt intirely convert him. 
There 1s nothing ſo glorious to 
a Wife, as a Victory fo gain'd : 
A Man ſo reclaim'd, 1s for e. 
ver after ſubjected to her Ver- 
tuez and her bearing for a 
time, 1s more than rewarded 
by a Triumph that will con- 
tinue as long as her Life. 

The next thing I will ſup- 
poſe, 1s, That your Hrsband 
may love Vine more than is 
convement. It will be grant- 
ed, That though there are 
Vices of a deeper dye, there 
are none that have greater 
Deformity than this, when 
It 1s not reſtraind : But with 
all this, the ſame Cuſtom 
which 1s the more to be la- 
mented. for its being lo. gene- 
ral, 
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ral, ſhould make it leſs un- 
ealte to every one 1n particu- 
lar who is to ſuffer by the 
Effefts of it: So that in the 
firſt place, it will be no new 
thing if you ſhould ' have a 
Drunkard tor your Husband 
and there is by too frequent 
Examples evidence enough, 
that ſuch a thing may happen, 
and yet a Wife may hve too 
without being miſerable. 
Self-love dictateth aggravating 
words to every thing we 
teel; Rnuine and Mzſery are 
the Terms we apply to 
whatever we do not like, 
forgetting the Mixture allot- 
ted to us by the Condition of 
Human Lite, by which it is 
not intended we ſhould be 
quite exempt from trouble, 
It, 
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It 1s fair, if we can eſcape 
{auch a degree of it 'as would 
opprels us, andenjoy ſo much 
of the pleaſant part as may 
telien the 11] taſte of: ſach 
things as are unwelcome to 
us. Every thimg hath two 
Sides,and for our own eafe we: 
ought to direct cur Thoughts 
to that which may be leaſt 
liable to exception. To fall 
upon” the worſt fide of a 
Drunkard, giveth ſo unplea- 
ſant a Proſpect, that 1t 1s not 
poſſible to dwell. upon it. 
Let us paſs then to the more 
favourable: part, as tar as. a 
Wife is concern'd 1n 1t... 

[am tempted to ſay. (1t 
the Irregwlarity of the Ex- 
prefiion conld in ſtrictneſs be 
juſtified.) That a }Vife is to 

thank 
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thank God her Hzsbard hath 
Faults, Mark the ſeeming Pa- 
radox, my Dear, for your 
own Inftruction, it being in- 
tended no further. A Huſ- 
band without Faults 1s a dan- 
gerous Qbſerver z he hath an 
Eye1ſo piercing, and feeth eve- 
ry thing fo plain, that it 1s ex- 
pos'd to his full Cenſure. !And 
though I will not doubt but 
that your Vertue will diſap= 
point/the ſharpeſt Enquiries 5 
yet few: Women can-beay the 
having all they ſay or' do re- 
preſented in the clear Glaſs of 
an *' Underſtanding without 
Faults, Nothing ſoftneth'the- 
Avtoeance of | bur Nature, like 
a \Vixture-of ſome Frailties. 
Ir is by them we are beſt told; 


that we. maſt not ſtrike too- 
hard 
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hard upon others, becauſe we 
our ſelves do ſo often de- 
ſerve Blows: They pull our 
Rage by the Sleeve, and 
whiſper Gentleneſs to us 1n 
our Cenſures, even when 
they are rightly applied, The 
Fanlts and Pajjions of Huſ- 
bands bring them down to 
you, and make them con- 
tent to live upon-leſs nne- 
qual Terms, than Faultic(s 
' Men would! be wiilng ta 
fioop to; fo haughty' is Man» 
kind 'till humbled by com- 
mon Weakneſles and Defects, 
which in our corrupted State 
contribute more/towards. the 
reconciling ns to; one ano- 
ther', : than all the Precepts 
of the Phzlsſophers and Di- 
vines. So that where the 

Errors 
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Errors of our Nature make 
amends for the Diſadvantages 
of yours, it is more your part 
to make uſe of the Benefit, 
than to quarrel at the Favlt. 
Thus in caſe a drunken 
Huband ſhould fall to your 
ſhare, if you will be wiſe 
and patient, his Wire ſhall be 
of your fide 3 it will throw 
a Veil over your Miſtakes, 
and will ſet out and im- 
prove every thing you do, 
that he is pleaſed with. O- 
thers will hke him leſs, and 
by that means he may per- 
haps like you the more. 
When after having dined too 
well, he 1s received at home 
without a Storm, or ſo much 
as a reproaching Look, the 
Wine ' will naturally work 
out 
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out all 1n Kindneſs, which 
a VVife muit enconrage, let 
it be wrapped up 1n never ſo 
mach Impertineace, On the 
other {ide 1t would boil up 
mto Rage, if the miſtaken 
Wife ſhould treat him rough- 
ly, like a certain thing called 
a kind Shrew, than which the 
World, with all its Plenty, 
cannot ſhew a more Sencelels, 
ill-bred, forbidding | Creas» 
ture. Conſider ; that where 
the Man. will give ſuch fre- 
quent Intermiſhons of. the 
uſe of his Reafox, the Wife 
inſenſtbly. getteth a Right of 
Governing wm the: Vacancy, 
and, that raiſeth her CharaGer 
and. Credit 1n- the. Family, to 
a higher pitch than- perhaps 
could be done-under- a ſober

Finsband, who never putteth 
himſelf into an Incapacity of 
holding the Reins. It theſe 
are not Intire Co-ſolations, at 
leaſt they are Remedies to 
tome Degree. They cannot 
make Drunkenneſs a Vertue, 
nor a Husband given to it 
a Felicity 3 but you will do 
your felt no ill office in the 
endeavouring, by theſe means, 
to make the beſt of ſuch a 
Lot, in caſe 1t ſhould hap- 
pen to be yours, and by the 
help of a wiſe Obſervation, 
to make that very ſupporta- 
ble, which would otherwiſe 
be a Load that would opprels 
you. 

The next Cafe I will put 
1s, That your Husband may 
bc Cholerick or ill-humonr d. 

1o 
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To this it may be ſaid, That 
poſſzonate Men generally make 
amends at the Foot ofthe Ac- 
count. Such a Man, if he1s an- 
gry one day without anySerſe, 
will the next day be as kind 
without any Reaſorr. . So that 
by marking how the Wheels 
of ſuch a Man's Head are 
uſed to move, you may ealſi- 
ly bring over all his Paſ- 
fron to your Party, In ſtead 
of being ſtruck down by 
his Thunder, you ſhall direct 
it where and upon whom 
you ſhall think it beſt ap- 
plied. Thus are the ſtronge/? 
Poiſons turn'd to the beſt Re- 
medies ; but then there muſt 
be Art in it, and a skilful 
Hand, elſe the leaſt bungling 


maketh it mortal. There 1s 
a 
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a great deal of nice Care re- 
quilite to deal with a Man 
of this Complexion. Choler 
proceedeth from Pride, and 
maketh a Man ſo partial to 
himſelf , that he ſwelleth a- 
gainſt Contradiction 3 and 
thinketh he 1s leflened if he 
is oppoſed. You mult in this: 
Caſe take heed of increaſeng 
the Storm by an unwary Word, 
or kinaling the Fire whilſt 
the ' Wind 1s 1n a ' Corner 
which may blow it 1n your 
Face : You are dextroutly 
to yield every thing till he 
beginneth to cool, and then 
by flow degrees you may 
riſe and gain upon him : 
Your Gertlexeſs well timed, 
will like a Charm, diſpel 
his Anger ll placed 3 a 4nd 
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Smile ; will ' reclaim, when a 
ſhrill pettiſh Anſwer wonld 
provoke him 3 rather than fail 
upon ſuch. occaſions, - when 
other Remedies.are too weak, 
a little Flattery may.be admit- 
ted, which by being neceſſary, 
will ceaſe to-be Criminal. 

If 1/- Humonr and Sullenneſs, 
and not open and ſudden Heat 
1s his'Diſeaſe, there isa way of 
tredting that too, ſo as to 
make "1t a Grievance to be 
endured. In order to it, you 
are firſt to know, that natu- 
rally . good Sence*hath a mix- 
ture of : ſary 1n it 3 and there 
being ſo - much Folly -1n the 
World, and for the moſt part 
ſo triumphant, it giveth © fre- 
quent Temptations. to raiſe 
the = oli of Mein: who! think 
right, 
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right, Therefore that which 
may generally be call'd 1/- 
Humour , 1s not always a 
Fault 3 1t becometh one when 


cither it 1s wrong applyed, 


or that it 15 continued too 
long, when 1t 1s not ſo: 
For this Reaſon you muſt 
not too ha{tily fix an 1]]l name 
upon that which may per- 
haps not deſerve it 3; and 
though the Caſe ſhould; be, 
that your H«sbard might too 
| ſowerly reſent any thing he 
diſliketh, it may fo happen, 
that more Blame ſhall be- 
long to your Miſtake, than 
to his 1/-Humonr. ; Tt: a Huſ- 
band behaveth himſelf ſome- 


times With. an Jndifference * 


that a Wife may think offen- 


five, ſhe 158 in the wrong to 
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put the worſt ſexce upon it, 
if by any means it will ad- 
mit a better, Some Woes 
will call it' 7/-hnmaour if 
thar Husbinds change their 
Style from that which they 
nled whilit they made their 
firſt Addreiles to them. Others 
wilt allow no i»termiſſ:09 or 
avatentent 1n the Expreſſions 
&f Kindneſs to them, not: e- 
nough diſtinguiſhing Times, 
and forgetting that it is im- 
poſhible ' for Men to keep 
themſelves up all their Lives 
tothe height of ſome extravu- 
gant Moments, A Man may 
at ſome times be leſs careful 
11 little'things, withont any 
cold , or diſobhging Reaſon 
for it'3-as'a Wife may be foo 
expeTivig 1m Amaller matters, | 
with- 
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without drawing upon her- 
{elf the mfercace of being 
unkind, And it your Huf- 
band {tould be realy ſuller, 
and have ſich frequent Fits, 
as might take away the Ex- 
cuſe of it, it concerneth you 
to have an. Eye prepared to 
diſcern the firſt Appearances 
of Cloudy . Weather, and to 
watch when the Fit gocth 
off, which ſeldom laſterh long 
if 1t 1s let alone. But whilſt 
the Mind ts fore, every thing 
oalleth it, and that maketh 
it neceſlary to let the Black 
Humour begin to tpend It 
{elt, before you come 1n and 
venture to undertake jt. 

It 1n the Lottery of the 
World you ſhould draw a 
Covetons Husband, | conteſs ut 
W 32 wall 
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will not make you proud 
of your' good Luck ;, yet even 
ſuch a one may be endured 
too, though there are few 
Paſſions more vuntractable 
than *that of Avarice. You 
muſt firſt take care that your 
Definition of Avarice may not 
be a Iittake. You are to 
examine every Circumitance 
of your Husbarnd's' Fortune, 


and weigh the, Reaton of 


every thing you. expect from 
him before you have right 
to pronounce that ſentence. 
The Complaint 15 now. to ge- 
neral againſt all Hrsbands, 
that it giveth great ſufpition 
of its being often 111-groun- 
dedz 1t 15 impollible they 
ſhould all deſerve.that Cen- 
ſure, and therefore 1t 1s' cer- 
tain 
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tain , that it 1s many times 
milapplied. He that ſpareth 
in every thing 1s an iexcnſa- 
ble Nigeard ; he that ſpareth 
in nothing 1s as inexeuſable a 
Madman. The ' mean is, to 
{pare in what 1s leaſt neceſla- 
ry, to lay out more liberally 
in what 18 moſt required in 
onr ſeveral circumſtances. 
Yet this will not always ſatis- 
fie, There are 'Wives who 
are impatient of the Rules of 
Oeconomy,, and- are "apt" to 
call their Hz:bands Kindneſs 
in queſtion, it any other mea- 
ſure is put to their expencec 
than' that of their own Fan- 
cy. Be ſure: to avoid this 
dangerous Errour, ſuch a rar- 
tiality to your Self, which is 
{ſo oftenfive to an anderftand- 
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ing Man, that he will very 
ill. bear.a VVife's giving her 
(clf luchan injurious preference 
to all the' Family, and what- 
cver belongeth to it. 

But to admit the worſt, and 
that. your Husband 1s' really 
a Clofe-hauded Vlretch, you 
n:1{tin this, as 1n other Caſes, 
cadeavour to make it leſs at- 


ficting toyou 3 and firſt you 


muſt obferve ſeaſonable hour 
of ſpeaking, When you of- 
fer any thing in oppoſition to 
this reigning Humour, 2 third 
hand and a wiſe Friend, may 
often. prevail more than you 
will beallowed te do in your 
own Cauſe, Sometimes you 
are dexterouſly to go along 
with him in things, where you 
tee that the niggardly part of 


his 
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his Mind is molt. predonmi- 
nant, by which you will have 

the better opportunity of per- 
ſwading him in things where 
he may be more indifferent. 
Our Paſſzons are very unequal, 

and are apt.to be raiſed or 
lefiened, according 'as they 
work upon different Objeds: ; 
they are not to be /?opped or re- 
- ſtrained 11 thoſe things where 
our Mind 1s more particular- 
ly engaged. In other mat- 
| ers theyare more tradable, 
and will ſometimes give Rea- 
ſo: a hearing, and admit 
> 2 fi.:tr Diſpute. More. than 
| that, there are few Men, c- 
Ven in this inſtance of Avarice, 
ſo 1ntirely abandoned to, 1t, 
| that at ſome hours, and upon 
{ome occations, will not tor- 
D 
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get their natures, and for that 
time turn - Prodigal. The 
ſame Man who will grzdge 
himſelf what is zeceſſary, let 
his Pride be raiſed and he 
{hall be profuſe 5 at another 
time his Azger {hall have the 
ſame effect; a fit of Vanity, 
Ambition, and ſometimes of 
Kindneſs, ſhall open and in- 
large his #arrow Mind ; a Doſe 
of Wine will work upon this 
tough humor, and for the time 
diſlolve it. Your buſineſs muſt 
be, if this Caſe happeneth, to 
watch theſe critical zroments, 
and not let one of them tlip 
without making your advan- 
tage of 1t ; and a Wife may be 
ſaid to want kl, it by theſe 
means ſhe 1s not able to ſccure 
her ſelf in a good micaſure a- 
gain(t 
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gainſt the Inconveniencies this 
(curvy quality in a Huſband 
might bring upon her, ex- 
cept he ſhould be ſuch an 1n- 
curable Moxſter, as I hope 
will never © fall to your 
ſhare. | 
The lalt ſuppolition | will 
make, 1s, Th: at your Husband 
ſhould be weak and 7ncompe- 
text to make uſe of the Privi- 
leges that belong to him. Tt 
will be viclded, that ſuch a 
one leaveth room for a great 
many Objections. But God 
Almighty ſeldom fſendeth a 
Grievance without a Remedy, 
or at leaſt ſuch a Mitigation as 
taketh away a great part of 
the ſting, and the ſmart of it. 
To make {uch a Misfortune 
leſs heavy, you are firft to 
D 5 bring 
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bring to your Obſervation, 
That a Wife very often ma- 
keth better Figure,for her Huſ- | 
banc.s making no great one: 
And there ſcemeth to be lit- 
tle reaſon, why the ſame L9- 
ay that chuſeth a VV, atting- 
VV/oman with worſe Looks, may 
not be content with a Hus- 
band with leſs Wit ; the Ar- þ 
gument being equal from the 
advantage of the Compari- 
ſon. If you will be more a- 
ſhamed in ſome Caſes, of ſach 
a Husband , you will be leſs 
afraid than you would per- 
haps be of a wiſe one. His 
Onſeafonable Weakneſs may no 
doubt ſometimes grieve you, 
.but then ſet againit this, that 
x giveth you the .Dominion, 
af Fon will -make the right 
=» | ule 
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uſe of it. It 1s next to his be- 
ing dead, in which Caſe the 
Wife hath right to Admini- 
{ter 3 therefore be ſure, it you 
have ſuch an Idiot, that none, 
except your ſelf, may have 
the benefit of the forfeiture: 
Such a Fool is a dangerous 
Beaſt, if others have the keep- 
ing of him 3 & you mult be ve- 
ry undexterous if when your 
Ausband (hall reſolve to be 
an Aſs, yon do not take care 
he may be your Aſs. But you 
muſt go skillfully abont it, 
and above all things,take heed 
of diſtinguiſhing in publick 
what kind of Hxsband he 1s: 
Your inward thoughts mult 
not hinder the outward pay- 
ment of the conſideration 
that is due to him : Your //ight- 
ing 
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ing him in Company, belides 
that it would, to a diſcerning 
3y-ſtander, give too great en- 
couragement for the making 
nearer applications to Fyou, 
15 111 it felt fuch an undecent 
way of afluming, that 1t may 
provoke the tame Creature 
to break looſe, and to ſhew 
his Dominion tor his Credit, 
which he was content to for- 
get for his Eaſe. In ſhort, 
the ſureſt and the moſt ap- 
proved method will be to do 
like a wiſe Miniſter to an ea- 
fie Prince; firſt give him 
the Orders you afterwards 
receive from him. 

With all this, that which 
you are to pray for, 1s a Wiſe 
Husband, one that by knowing 
how to be a Mafter,tor that ve- 


iy 
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ry reaſon will not let you feel 
the weight of it 3 one whoſe 
Authority 1s ſo ſotten'd by his 
Kindneſs, that it giveth you 
caſe without abridging your 
Liberty ; one that will return 
ſo much tenderneſs for your 
Juſe Ejteem of him, that you 
will never want power, though 
you will ſeldom care to utfe 
it. Such a Hxsband 1s as much 
above all the other Kinds of 
them, as a rational ſubjeFion 
to a Prince, grear in himſelf, 
1s to be preferrd before the 
difquiet and nneafineſs of O-- 
limited Liberty. 

Before I leave this Head, I 
mult add a little concerning 
your Behaviour to your Huſ- | 
bands Friends, which requi- 
reth the moſt refined part of | 

your | 
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your Underſtanding to ac- 
quit your felt well of it. You 
are toſtudy how to live with 
them with more care than 
you areto apply to any other 
part of your Life; eſpecially 
at firſt, that you may not ſtum- 
ble at the firſt ſetting out. 
The Family into which you 
are grafted will generally be 
apt to expect, that like a Stran- 
-2ger in a Foreign Country, you 
thould conform to their Me- 
thods, and not. bring in a new 
Model by your own Authori- 
ty. the Friends in ſuch a Caſe 
are tempted to riſe up in 
Arms as againſt an unlawful 
Invaſion, ſo that you are with 
the utmoſt Caution to ayoid 
the leaſt Appearances of any 


thing of this Kind. And that 
you 
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you may with leſs difficulty 
afterwards give your Dire- 
(ions, be ſure at firſt to re- 
ceive them from your Hu- 
bands Friends. Gain them to 
you by early applying to 
them, and they will be ſo ſa- 
tisfied, that as nothing1s more 
thankful than Pride, when 
it is complyed with, they will 
ſirive which of them ſhall 
moſt recommend you 3 and 
when they have helped you 
totake Root in your Husband's 
good Opinion, you will have 
leſs dependance upon theirs, 
though you muſt not neglect 
any reaſonable means of pre- 
ſerving it. You are to con- 
ſider, that a Man govern'd by 
-his Friends, 1s'very eaſily in- 
flamed by them 3 and that one 
who 
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who 1s not 10, will yet for his 
own ſake expect to have them 
conlider'd. It 1s eafily 1m- 
proved to a point of honour 
ina Hysband, not to have his 
Relations neglected 3 and no- 
thing 15 more dangerous, than 
to raiſe an Objection, which 
1s grounded upon Pride : It 
is the moſt ſtubborn and laſt. 
ing Paſtion we are ſubject to, 
and where it 1s the firſt cauſe 
of the Var, itis very hard to 
make a ſecure Peace. Your 
Caution 1n this 1s of the laſt 
1mportance to you. 

And that you may the bet- 
ter ſucceed in it, carry a ſtrict 
Eye upon the [mpertinence of 
your Servarts ; take heed that 
their i/-humonur may not en- 
gage you to take Exceptions, 

Or 
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or their too much aſſuming in 
ſmall matters, raiſe Conſe. 
quences which may bring you 
under great diſadvantage. Re- 
member that in the caſe of a 
Rozal Bride, thoſe about her 
are generally ſo far ſuſpected 
to bring in a Foreign Inte. 
re(t, that in moſt Countnes 
they are inſenfibly reduced to 
a very ſmall number, and 
thoſe of ſo low a Figure, that 
it doth not admit the being 
Fealons of them. In little, 
and in the Proportion, this 
may be the Caſe of every 
New-marricd Woman, and 
therefore it may be more ad- 
viſcable for you, to gazn the 
Servarts you find in a Family 
than to tye your ſelf too faſt 


to thoſe you carry into it. 
You 
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You are not to overlook 
theſe ſmall Reflections, becauſe 
they may appear low and in- 
conſiderablez for it may be 
ſaid, that as the greateſt ſtreams 
are made up of the ſmal/ drops 
at the head of the Springs from 
Whence they are denved, ſo 
the greater circumſtances of 
your Life, will be in ſome de- 
gree direfted by theſe ſeeming 
trifles, which having tne ad- 
vantage of being the firſt ats 
of it, have a greater effeCt than 
ſmgly in their own nature 
they could pretend to, 

I will conclude this Article 
with my Advice, that you 
would, as much as Nature 
will give you leave, endea- 
vour to forget the great [z- 
dulgence you have found at 
home.

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home, After ſuch a gentle 
Diſcipline as you have -been 
under, every thing you dit- 
like will ſeem the harſher to 
you. The tenderneſs we have 
had for you. My Dear, is of 
another nature, peculiar to 
kind Parents, and differing 
from that which you will meet 
with firſt in any Family into 
which you ſhall be tranſplant- 
ed ; and yet they may be very 
kind too,. and afford no juſti- 
fiable reaſon to you to com- 
plain. You muſt not be tright- 
ed with the firſt Appearances 
ot a differing Scene 5 for when 
you are lied tO it, you may 
like the Houſe you go to, bet- 
ter than that you leftz and 
your Husband's Kindneſs will 
have ſo mnch advantage of 
ours, 
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ours, that we ſhall yield up 
all Competition , and as well 
as we love you, be very well 


contented to Surrender to ſuch 
a Rzoal.

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/ OU muſt lay betore you, 
My Dear, there are de- 
grees of Care to recommend 
your felt to the World in the 
ſeveral parts of your Life. In 
many things, though the do- 
ing them well, may raiſe your 
Credit and Eſteem, yet the 0- 
'miſlion of them would draw 
no immediate reproach upon 
you: In others, where your 
duty 1s more particularly ap- 


plyed,

gines ſtop or move wrong,

Belides, the 
Inequality which 1s between 
you, mult not make you 
forget, that Nature maketh 
no ſuch diſtindtion, but that 
Servants may be looked up- 
on as humble Friends, and 
that Returns of Kindneſs and 
good Oſage are as much due 
to ſuch of them as deſerve 
it, as their Service 1s due to 
75 when we require it. A fool- 
iſh) haughtineſs 111 the Style of.

{es would be often runman- 
merly, and might derogate 
from the Prerogative, great 
Ladies would aflume to them- 
ſelves, of being diſtinct Crea- 
tures from thoſe of their Sex, 
which are inferiour, and of 
leſs difficult acceſs.

ing in tor a Recruit, the Chat- 
tering of Monheys 1s a better 
noiſe than ſuch a Concert of 
ſenceleſs Merriment. It (he 1s 
applanded in it, ſhe is ſo en- 
couraged, that, hke a Bal- 
lad-frnger, who it commend- 
ed, breaketh his Lungs, ſhe 
letteth her felt looſe, and 0- 
vertloweth upon the Compa- 
ny. She conceiveth that 
Mirth 1s to have no inter- 
miiion, and therefore ſhe 
will carry it about with her, 

though it be to a Funeral; 

and it a Man ſhoald put a 
familiar Quetiizon, the doth 
not know very well how to 
be angry, for then ſhe would 
be no more that pretty thing 
called: 
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called a Good humonr'd Wo- 
»an. This neceſlity of appea- 
ring at all times to be ſo infi- 
nitely pleaſed 13 a grievous 
miſtakes fince m a t andſom 
Woman that Invitation 1s un- 
neceſlary ; and in one who 
1s not ſo, ridictlors. It 18 not 
mrended by this, that you 
thould forfwear Langhing : : 
but remember, that Fools 
being always painted 1n that 
poſture, it may fright thote 
who are wiſe from doing 
t roo frequently, and going 
too near a Copy which 1s to 
Iittle 1nviting, and much more 
trom doing it loud, which ts 
an unnatural Sound, and look- 
eth to much like another Sex, 
that few things are more of- 
tenſtve.

It1s as fate to play 
with Fire, as to dally with 
Gallantry, Love is a Pathon 
that hath Friends in the Gar- 
riſon, and for that reaſon 
muſt by a Woman be kept 
at ſuch a diſtance, that {re 
may not be- within the dan- 
zer of doing the molt uſual 

thing 
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thing in the World, which 
1s conſpiring again(t her.Self : 
Elſe the humble Gallant, who 
15 only admitted as a Trophy, 
very often becometh the 
Conquerour 3 he putteth on 
the ſtyle of victory, and from 
an Admirer groweth into a 
Maſter, tor ſo he may be called 
from the moment he 1s in 
Poſleftion. The firſt Refo- 
lJutions of ſtopping at good O- 
pinion and Eſteem , grow 
weaker by degrees againſt 
the Charms of Courtſhip $kil- 
tully applyed.

You are ro remem- 
ber, that Men who ay ex- 
treme fine things, many times 
ſay them moſt tor their own 
ſakes; and that the vain Ga]- 
lant is often as well picaſed 
with his own Compliments, as 
he could be with the &7ndejt 
anſwer, Where there 1s not 
that 
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that Oftentation yon are to 
{u{pett there 1s Deſfgn. And 
as ſtrong perfumes are ſeldom 
nied but where they are ne- 
ccitary to ſmother an unwel- 
com ſcent 5 ſo Exceſſrve good 
Words leave room to be- 
lieve they are ſtrewed to co- 
ver ſomething, which 1s to 
gain admittance under a Di(- 
guiſe, You mult therefore be 
upon your Guard, and con- 
fider, that of the two, Re/- 
pe 1s more dangerous than 
Anger, It puts even the beſt

There 1s a certain Creature 
call'd a Grave Hovby- Horſe, a 
kind of a ſhe Numps, that 
pretendeth to be pulled to 
a Flay, and muſt needs go to 
Bartholomew- Fair, to look at- 
terthe young Folks, whom ſhe

ſo many ſexſeleſs woras at

Let this Pi&ure ſupply the 
place of any other Rules 
which might be given to pre- 
vent your reſemblance to it, 
The Deformity of it, well 
conſidered, 1s InſtruFion e- 
. noughs; from the ſame reaſon, 
that the ſight of a Drunkar 
is.a better Sermon againſt that 
Vice, than the beſt that was 
ever preach d upon that Sub- 
jeF. 
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* Yom having ſaid this 
againſt Vanity, I do not 


imtend to apply the ſame Cer - 
fure to Pride, well placed, 


and rightly defined. It 1s an 
one kind 
of it is as much aP/ertye , as 
the other 1s a Vice : But we 
are naturally ſo apt to chuſe 
the worſt, that it is become 


1 dangerous to commend the 


beſt ſide of it. 

A Woman 1s not to be 
proud of her fine Gown 3; 
nor when ſhe hath leſs Wit 
thag her Neighbours, to com- 
fort her ſelf that ſhe hath 
more Lace, Some Ladies put 

H 3 {0 
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io much wcaght upon Orza- 
z1ents, that it one could ſee 
into their Hearts, 1t wonld 
be found , that even the 
Thought of Death is made leſs 
heavy to them - by the con- 
tcmplation of their being 
luid out 1n State, and hononr- 
avly attended to the Grave, 
One may come a good deal 
ſhort of ſuch an Extreme, and 
and vet ſtill be ſufficient- 
ly Lapertinent , by ſetting a 
wrong Value upon things, 
which ought to be uſed with 
more indifference. A Lady 
muſt not appear ſollicitons 
to ingrols Reſpe& to her {elf, 
but be content with a rea- 
ſonable Diſtribution, and al- 
low 1t to others, that ſhe 
may have it returned to her, 
She 
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She is not to be tronbleſomly 
zice, nor diſtinguiſh her ſelf 
by being too del:cate, as it or- 
dinary things were t00 conrſe 
for her ; this is an nnmanner- 
ly and an offenſive Pride, and 
where 1t 1s practiſed, deſer- 
veth to be mortified, of 
which it ſeldom faileth. She 
15 Not to lean toc much upon 
her Quality, much leſs to de- 
{piſe thoſe who are below it. 
Some make Quality an Idol, 
and then their Reaſor muſt 
fall down and worſhip it. 
They would have the World 
think, that no amends can 
ever be made for the want of 
a great Title, or an ancient Coat 
of Arms: They imagine, that 
with theſe advantages they 
{ſtand upon the higher Gronnd, 
H 4 which 
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which maketh them look 
down upon Merit and Vertre, 
as things inferionr to them, 
This miſtake is not only 
' ſenſleſs, but criminal too, in 
putting a grerter Price upon 
that which is a piece of good 
Luck, than upon things which 
are valuable in themſelves, 
Laughing 15 not enough for 
ſach a Folly; it muſt be ſe- 
verely whipped, as it juſtly de- 
ſerves. It will be confeſſed, 
there are frequent Temptations 
given by pert Upſtarts to be 
angry, and by that to have 
our Judgments corrupted in 
theſe Caſes: But they. are to 
be reſiſted ; and the utmoſt 
that 1s to be allowed, 1s, when 
thoſe of a mew Edition will 
forget themſelves, ſo as either 
to 
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to brag of their weak ſide, or 
to endeayour to hide their 
Meanneſs by their Inſolence, 
to cure them by a little ſea- 
ſonable Raillery, a little Sharp- 
' neſs well placed, without 

dwelling too long upon it. 
Theſe and many other kinds 

of Pride are to be avoided. 
That which 1s to be recom- 
mended to you, is, an. Emula- 
tion to raiſe your ſelf to a 
CharaFer, by which you may 
be diſtinguiſhed 3 an Eagerneſs 
for precedence in Yertue, and 
all ſuch other things as may 
gain you a greater ſhare of the 
good Opinion of the World. 
Eſteem to Vertne 1s like a che- 
riſhing Air to Plants and Flow- 
ers, which maketh them blow 
and proſper z and for that 
reaſon 
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reaſon it may be allowed to 


be in ſome degree the Canſe 
as well as the Reward of it. 
That Pride which leadeth to 
a good End, cannot be a Vice, 
fince it 1s the beginning of a 
Vertne ; and to be pleaſed with 
juſt Applauſe, is fo tar from a 
Fault, that it would be an 
ill Sympton 10a Woman, who 
fhould not place the greateſt 
part of her SatisfeFion 1n It. 
Humility is no doubt a great 
Vertue; but it ceaſeth to be 
{o, when it is afraid to ſcorn 
an il] thing. Againſt Vice and 
Folly it is becoming your Sex 
to be haughty; but you mult 
not carry the Contempt of 
things to Arrogance towards 
Perſons, and it muſt be done 
with fitting DiſtinFions, elle 

it 
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it may be Inconvenient by be- 
ing unſeaſonable. A Pride 
that raiſeth a little Azger to 
be out-done 11 any thing that 
15 good, will have fo good an 
Efed&, that it is very hard to 
allow it to be a Fault. 

It is no eaſe matter to car- 
ry even between theſe differ- 
ing kinds fo delcribed;z but 
remember, that it is ſafer for 
a Woman to be thought too 
prond, than too familiar. 
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HE laſt thing I ſhall re- 

R commend to you, 15a 
wile and a ſafe method of u- 
ling Diverſions. To be too 
cagcr 1n the purſuit of Plea- 
ſure 
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| fure whilſt you are Towne, is 
| dangerons; to catch at it in 
rper Tears, 1s graſping a ſha- 
dow ; it will not be held. 
Beſides that by being leſs na- 
tural 1t groweth to be inde- 
- cent. Dzverſrons are the moit 
properly applied, to eaſe and 
reheve thoſe who are Oppreſ- 
ſed, by being too much im- 
ployed. Thoſe that are Idle 
have no need of them, and 
yet they,above all others,g1ve 
themſelves up to them. To 
unbend our Thoughts, when 
they are too much ſtretched 
by our Cares, is not more na- 
tural than it is neceſſary, but 
to turn our whole Life into a 
Holy-day, is not only ridicu- 
lous, but deſtroyeth Pleaſure 
inſtead of promoting it. The

being always in one Poſture, : 
to00 | "rei breaketh, and too 
diverting looſeneth it : Ir 1s 
Variety that giveth the Reliſh 3 
{ſo that Diverſrons too fre- 
quently _—_ grow firſt 
to be indifterent, and at laſt. 
tedious. Whilſt they are well 
choſen and well timed, they 
are never to be blamed ; .but 
when they are uſed to an Ex- 
ce(s, thongh very lyrnocent at 
firſt, they often grow to be 
Criminal, and never fail to be 
Impertinent. 

Some Ladies are beſpoken 
tor Merry Meetings, as Beſſus 
was for Duels. They are in- 
gaged in a Circle of I1dleneſs, 
where they.turn round for the 
whole Year, without the [zter- 
ruption 
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ruption of a ſerious Hour. 
They know all the Players 
Names, and are Intimately ac- 
quainted with all the Booths 
in Bartholomew- Fair. No Sol- 
dier 1s more Obedient to the 
ſound of his Captain's Trum- 
pet,than they are to that which 
ſummoneth them to a Puppet- 
Play or a Monſter. The Spring 
that bringeth out Flies, and 
Fools maketh them Inhabitants 
in Hide-Park; in the Winter 
they are an Incumbrance to 
the Play-Honſe, and the Bal- 
laſt of the Drawing-Room. 
The Streets all this while are 
ſo weary of thele daily Faces, 
that Mer's Eyes are over-laid 
with them. The Sgt is glut- 
ted with fine things as the Sto- 


mach with (weet ones; and 
when 
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when a fair Lady will give 
too much of her ſelf to the 
World, ſhe groweth luſhious, 
and opprefſeth inſtead of 
pleaſing. Theſe Folly Ladies 
do ſo continually ſeek Diver- 
fon, that in a little time they 
grow into a Feſt, yet are un- 
willing to remember, that if 
they were ſeldomer ſeen they 
would not be ſo often laughed 
at. Beſides, they make them- 
{elves Cheap, than which there 
cannot be an #»hinder word be- 
{ſtowed upon your Sex. 

To play ſometimes, to en- 
tertain Company, or to divert 
your ſelf, is not to be difal- 
lowed, but to do it ſo often 
as to be called a Gameſter, is 
to be avoided, next to the

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It hath Conſequences of ſeve- 
ral kinds not to be indured ; 
It will ingage you into a ha- 
bit of 1dleneſs and il! hours, 
draw you into ill mixed Com- 
pany, make you neglect your 
Czvilities abroad, and your 
buſineſs at home, and impoſe 
into your Acquaintance ſuch 
as will do you no Credit. 

To deep Play there will 
be yet greater Objed&ions. 
It will give Occaſror to the 
World to ask ſpiteful Zueſtions. 
How you dare venture to 
Loſe, and what means you have 
to pay ſuch great ſumms 2 If 
you pay exa&ly, it will be en- 
quired from whence the Mo- 
zey cometh? If you owe, and 
eſpecially to a Man, you muſt 
be ſo very Civil to him for 
his 
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his forbearance, that 1t layeth 
a ground of having it farther 
improved, if the Gentleman 
i ſo diſpoſed 3 who will be 
thought no unfair Credztor, if 
where the Eſtate faileth he 
ſeizeth- upon. the Perſon. Be- 
ſides, if a Lady could ſee her 
own Face upon an 74 Game, 
at a deep Stake, ſhe would 
certainly forſwear any thing 
that could put her looks un- 
der ſuch a Diſadvantage, 

To Dance ſometimes will 
not be imputed to you as a 
fault ; but remember that the 
end of your Learning it, was, 
that you might the better 
know how to move gracefully, 
It is only an advartage (o far. 
When it goeth beyond it, one

I ſtake 
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ſtake, which 1s no very great 
Commendation. It is better 
for a Woman never to Dance, 
becauſe ſhe hath no skill in 
it, than to do it too often, 
becauſe ſhe doth it well.

I will con- 
clude with my warmeſt Wiſhes 
for all that is good to you. 
That you may live ſo as to be 
an Ornament to your Family, 
and a Pattern to your Sex. 
That you may be bleſled with 
a Husband that may value, 
and with Children that may 
inherit your Vertue ; That 
you may ſhine 1n the World 
by a true Light, and ſilence 
Envy by deſerving to be e- 
ſteemed 3 That Wit and Ver- 
tue may both conſpire to 
make you a great Figure. 
When they are ſeparated, the 
firſt is ſo empty, and the 0- 
ther ſo faint, that they ſcarce 
have riglt to be commended.
